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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant argues that Bartoli does not teach 
"no additional configuration software need be installed on the user's computer to access the destination network and any other network." 
This is not persuasive because in column 3 lines 42-45 Bartoli teaches that no special software is required. The special software 
cooresponds to the applicant's configuration software. 

The applicant argues that the references do not teach, 'no additional configuration software need to be installed on the user's computer to 
access the destination network and any other network," because Bartoli teaches transactions may only occur on merchant servers that 
enter into a billing agreement. However the applicant has not claimed no transaction need be entered into to access the destination 
network and any other network. If the applicant did claim the earlier limitation then Bartoli does indeed not teach the limitation. As the 
claims are presented, that applicant claims no additional configuration software need be installed on the user's computer to access the 
destination networm and any other network, just like the system of Bartoli. 

The applicant argues that Bartoli limits access by the billing process. This is not persuasive because there is no evidence that the 
system cannot communicate when the billing is not set up, in the Bartoli reference, therefore this is the applicant's opinion, and an 
applicant, or the applicant's, attorney's opinion do not provided reasons for patentability. 
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
